The faculty, graduates and under- 
graduates of the McGill School of 
Physical Education were afforded an 
exceptional pleasure yesterday by the 
opportunity of hearing two well 
known leaders in physical education 

Dr. A. S. Lamb, Director of the 
school, welcomed the gathering as 
representing the youngest portion of 
the McGill Reunion. He then intro- 
duced Mr. Sommcrs, who regretted 
that he had no time to discus's fully 
the English point of view in Physical 
Education. He spoke of the main ob- 
jective—health. England has been for 
many years a battle ground of sys- 
tems of which the Swedish, based on 
psychological laws, is perhaps the 
best, although it docs not give suf. 
ficient opportunity for the develop- 
ment of character. The relation be- 
tween physical activity and intellec- 
tual impulse is only now being real- 
ized and character building should be 
an important aim of the leaders of 
Physical Education. It is acknowl- 
edged that Physical Training encour- 
ages loyalty and develops self-confi- 
dence and courage. But these arc not 
necessarily influences for good unless 
closely linked to high ideals. Sports 
and athletics create crises of intense 
nature which draw from the pupil 
those reactions which are his real self 
and which must be capitalized for his 
good by leaders in that field of activ- 
ity if Phj'sical Education is to attain 
its main objective of producing citi- 
zens in the real sense of the word. 

Dr. Tait McKcnzie, of the Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania, was the next 
speaker, this being his first public ap- 
pearance as an LL.D. of McGill. This 
is the first time to his knowledge that 
such a degree has been conferred on

STADIUM FLAGPOLE 
DEDICATED FRIDAY 

Lord Byng and Sir Arthur 
Currie Officiated 



Yesterday afternoon a very impressive 
ceremony took place when Lord Byng 
Sir Arthur Currie unveiled the mem- 
orial flagstaff at the Stadium in mem 
ory of the men of the 10th McGill Siege 
Battery who were killed in action. 

The ceremony was performed after 
the hundred yard dash one of the first 
events on the programme. A short prayer 
preceded Sir Arthur's address. The 
Frinciapl touched on the devotion of the 
men who had fallen doing tribute to 
their sacrifice which were not in vain 
He closed with the "Roll of Honour" as 
perpetuated in the stone base. 

The ceremony was closed with prayer 
and "The Last Post." 

A touching scene was enacted after- 
ward when the father of one of the 
boys whose name appears on the stone, 
approached the base to examine his 
boy's memorial. He touched each face 
of the stone reverently and ran his fin- 
gers over the face bearing the carven 
name. He asked whose names were to 
either side and underneath. With "He is 
in good company" the told man turned 
away and the bystanders noticed that he 
was blind. •

a leader of Physical Education and is 
regarded by Dr. McKcnzic as sig- 
nificant of the changed attitude to- 
ward that branch of education. He 
spoke of the hard fight during the 
last 20 years to establish Physical 
Education on the same basis as other 
subjects and of the great need at 
McGili for accommodation for thi< 
work. Repeatedly since 1885 he had 
heard that McGili was just on the 
point of building a new gymnasium 
and he expects that if he should come 
tottering back years from now he 
would still be hailed wi,th the same 
hopeful remark: "We arc going to 
have a new gymnasium." 

The war showed up the physical 
defects of the nation and changed the 
general atttiudc of the people. In 
U.S.A. 13 stales have passed bills 
making Physical Education compul- 
sory in the schools. People are now 
in a receptive mood and consequent, 
ly a greater responsibility rests on 
the teacher of Physical Education 
who must "be ready to take advantage 
of this opportunity.

When America'* fire losses are com- 
pared with those of European countries 
the contrast is not at all flattering to 
the United States. No late foreign sta- 
tistics are available, but a comparison 
on the basis ai the old figures is still 
a fair one. In 1913 per capita fire 
loss in the United States was $2.10 as 
against 49 cents in France, 33 cents in 
England, 28 cents in Germany, 25 cents 
in Austria, 25 cents in Ital, 15 cents in 
Switzerland, and only 11 cents in 
HoMand. This indicates that we burn up 
our property nearly 20 times as rapid- 
ly as the people of Holland and more 
than four times as rapidly as the 
IjTcnch. 

The fundamental reason for this con- 
trast is in the matter of temperament. 
Europeans- arc naturally more careful 
than Americans, and in many of the 
. Continental v countries fire is made an 
individual liability and those who arc 
responsible for such destruction must 
answer to the authorities. 

Under the Code Napoleon, which pre- 
vails in France and Belgium, landlord 
and tenant are alike responsible for fire. 
In France, if a fire starts in any prem- 
ises through gross carelessness or cul- 
pable fault, the offender must make 
good all damage done to neighboring 
property by the lire, but the burden of 
proof lies with the neighbors making 
claims. 

In the United States such a statute 
would seem too 'drastic yet, within re- 
cent years a number of cities have en- 
acted ordinances providing for persona 
liability for fire. This is true of New 
York City; Newark, N.J.; Cincinnati 
.and Cleveland, Ohio; Portland Orcg. 
and Austin, Tex. Pennsylvania has ; 
state law of this kind and certain Proy 
in ces of Canada have also adopted such 
acts. These laws may be considered an 
indication of growing realization that 
fire is a matter' of personal responsabil- 
ity and that its ramifications affect 
every citizen, cither directly or indirect- 

ly.

John H. Packard, formerly assist- 
ant manager of the United States 
brunch of the London Assurance Cor- 
poration, has been appqinted United 
States manager of the company, ac- 
cording to an announcement made last 
week by James Clunes, London fire 
manager of the corporation, who is 
at present in this country. The. an- 
nouncement of Mr. Packard's appoint- 
ment has been looked forward to 
with interest by his many friends for 
some time, since following the death 
of former United States Manager 
Charles Lyman Case, June S5 of this 
year it was generaly understood that 
the appointment would be tendered to 
Mr. Packard. 

,Mr. Packard, who was formerly 
president of the American Firé In- 
surance Co., of Philadelphia was born 
in the Quaker City May 9, J 865. He 
received his education in the Episco- 
pal Academy of that city and at the 
University of- Pennsylvania. His 
business career was begun as an er- 
rand boy and clerk in the insurance 
agency of Thomas C. Foster, in Phil- 
adelphia, in 1881, and later in the 
same year he entered the employ of 
the American Fire as general clerk. 
He -was appointed city inspector in 
1886 and did special agency work for 
the company in Delaware. 

In 1895 he was appointed Metro- 
politan district surveyor, with head- 
quarters in New York for the Lon- 
don Assurance Corporation, and was 
appointed manager for Philadelphia 
and the suburban district of the 
Sun Insurance office and the London 
Assurance in 1896. He was assist- 
ant secretary of the Philadelphia Fire 
Underwriters' Association from 1897

Former Principal Spoke on 
Present-Day Needs.

Nearly two thousands members and 
guests of the Canadian Club greeted His 
Excellency Auckland G, Geddes, at a re- 
cord-breaking meeting of the dub held 
yesterday noon at the Windsor Hotel. 
Col. Allan A. Magcc, D. S. O., the pre- 
sident, was in the chair, and among 
the McGill leaders present were: Chan- 
cellor E. W. Beatty Dr. A. S. Eve, Pro- 
fessor P. E. Nobbs, and Prof E. Brown 
Premier Taschcrcau, Principal R. Bruce 
Taylor of Queen's, Sir Robert Falconer 
of University of Toronto. Principal H. 
M. Tory of Alberta University, Dr. -J. 
R. Angell, Principal of Yale were also 
at the head tabic. 

Sir Auckland was received with ring- 
ing cheers, for which he expressed ap- 
preciation. The Ambassador said tha* 
lack of knowledge, and inability to gov- 
ern which characterized the people who 
had won for themselves the right of 
government, vyas the original source o:i 
the international discord and the break- 
down of international diplomacy, which 
was held responsible for the great war 
and all the calamities following in its 
train. 

He declared that official and personal 
relation's between Great Britain and the 
United States were good and cordial. 
The former Professor of Anatomy and 
Principal-Elect congratulated McGill on 
her centenary and great achievements, 
and also Montreal for being the home 
of 'such an institution. "I wish to speak 
to-day," said Sir Auckland,' however, 
about some large matter of international 
concern affecting the whole world. I 
know many o'f you believe that the study 
"of Greek is rather a pedantic and fool- 
ish tiling. I disagree with you. But that 
does not matter in the least if you hold 
that point of view. 

' "Nearly two and a half milleniums 
ago, and that is getting to be a long 
time now,' there was a profoundly im- 
portant happening in Athens. 

"The life, the thought of Plato was 
injected into the human mind. And 
that thought, *put shortly, was this: 
'Man, take hold of your own lives,' 
you are not the sport of the Gods, you 
can, if you will, control your own des- 
tines. 

"And that followed upon the mock- 
ery, the questioning, which all the 
men that held olffice had 'been subject 
.. to by many Greek minds. Following 
Plato came Aristotle, and he qualified 
the (thought of Plato. He said in ef- 
fect to the world; "'yes, take hold of 
your own lives, but first know what 
life is. Study, learn, acquire know- 
ledge, and it may be you will get under- 
standing. 

"Once again, as- in these far distant 
days, a great questioning has seized 
upon human minds. The war stirred 
up the thought that had perhaps got 
„ sluggish, and we are perhaps begin- 
ning to question and to say, "is it so,' 
is what we have 'believed a fact?" 

"And once again, just as with Plato, 
the thought ha's come strongly into 
the human mind, "take hold of your 
fate, take 'hold of your destiny, control 
it, you arc not the sport of the Gods 
as you saw, so shall you reap, and 
the mind of man is now once more 
keenly appreciative of that platonic 
point of view. And once again the old 
voices come ringing down through the 
ages, "Yes, no more of life before you 
attempt to control it, study, learn, get 
knowledge, and it may he you will get 
understanding. 

"Without knowledge, without un- 
derstanding in the minds of great masses 
of people, it is impossible, as I see it, 
for democracies to get a peaceful and 
a stable world. 

This knowledge and understanding," 
concluded the speaker, "is the guardian 
of civilization. The universities create 
knowledge, they preserve it and dissemi- 
nate it, and without knowledge there can 
be no understanding and the people who 
arc destined to govern will perish."
